Applicants' representative conducted a personal interview with Examiners Harvey, 
Van Roy, and Zhang on February 23, 2010. Applicants appreciate the courtesies shown to 
Applicants representative by the Examiners during the personal interview. Applicants' 
summary of the substance of the personal interview is contained in the following remarks. 

Applicants' representative met with the Examiners to discuss the arguments set forth 
in Applicants' February 19 Request for Reconsideration. Specifically, Applicants' 
representative presented arguments regarding why the currently-applied references are not 
combinable in the manner suggested by the Office Action, and otherwise would not have 
rendered obvious the subject matter of at least independent claim 1 in the above-identified 
application. 

After detailed discussion regarding the combinability of the references, the Examiners 
agreed that the current rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) over the combination of Perry, 
Norris and Hentschel, as detailed in the November 19, 2009 Office Action, and for the

reasons presented in Applicants' February 1 9 Request for Reconsideration, as reiterated by 
Applicants' representative during the February 23 personal interview, "is improperly made." 

It was indicated 
that an updated search will be made based on the subject matter of the pending claims, as 
currently presented.
